PROHIBIT DIVORCE 


Senator Introduces Constitu­ 


tional Amendment. 


Washington, Feb. 6.— Divorce with 
the right to rem arry would be pro­ 
hibited forever in the United States 
and in all places under the nation’s 
jurisdiction by an amendment to the 
federal Constitution proposed in the 
senate by Senator Ransdell of lo u is ­ 
iana. 
Enactm ent 
of 
uniform 
marriage 
laws 
for all 
states and 
territories, 
with provision for separation without 
permission to rem arry, would be di­ 
rected by the amendment. 
W ith the states of the Union grant­ 
ing more than twice as many divorces 
as all the rest of Christendom com­ 
bined, Senator Ransdell told his col­ 
leagues that the time had come for 
the nation itself to put down this 
menace to "the chief bulwark of so­ 
ciety, the home— the maker of good 
citizens and the model on which every 
wise government is founded.” 
“ The remedy by constitutional pro­ 
hibition is drastic,” said the senator, 
‘but the malady is so fatal that noth­ 
ing short of it w ill prove efficacious. 
In the United States divorce is spread­ 
ing with alarm ing rapidity. 
The total 
number of divorces granted in 1867 
was 9,937, or 27 per 100,600 population. 
Forty years later, in 1906, there were 
72,062 divorces, or 86 per 100,000.”

New York, Feb. 5.— The battleship 
North Dakota with its more than 800 
officers and men has been placed in 
quarantine at the Brooklyn navy yard, 
where the vessel has been undergoing 
repairs.

“The first essential in the avoidance 
of tuberculosis of the lungs, or con­ 
sumption. is to keep the lungs strong, 
so that lf the germs are breathed they 
can do no barm. 
One of Hie most Im­ 
portant things in keeping the lungs 
strong Is to keep the chest wide open 
I b o that the lungs can be properly used 
I If the body is drooped or stoops or lf 
I the shoulders are allowed to drag for- 
! ward (round shoulders) or lf the head 
is carried forward instead of well back 
I over the shoulders the chest m ust be 
Ellison, i flattened, the breathing must be shal­ 
low. and the lungs, not being freely 
used, become weak. 
“It is In this type of chest th at tu­ 
berculosis usually begins. 
The con­ 
sumptive is usually narrow chested, 
with drooped shoulders and with the 
head craned forward. 
“While the development of a strong, 
well formed chest is one of the most 
important factors in preventing tuber- 
| culosis, the same thing is to he desired 
j lf the disease has once started. 
Not 
only should we live in the open, but i 
we should stand up straight and learn 
j to ‘throw a big chest,’ so that the 
■ lungs can grow strong and the fresh j 
1 air be taken in. 
“The runner, the singer or any one 
who Is obliged to make sustained ef- I 
I fort is taught to stand and sit with 
I the chest high, so that the luugs can 
I be used to the hest advantage, and if 
j every one would do the same thing 
there would he less tuberculosis be- , 
cause there would be fewer weak I 
lungs.”
